This afternoon, after raking the leaves, I decided to peak up my 
regen, which I didn't think was acting too good. It is a Hartley 
circuit with screen grid pot for regen control. I was going to 
experiment with various values of grid leak R/C to see if I could 
improve anything. 


I had the phones on, and when I clipped a test lead to the grid 

of the tube I about fell off the shop stool. The howl resulting 

from adding this clip lead was SO LOUD that my head swam and it took 

me several seconds to realize I had to get the phones off. I was actually 
dizzy, it was so loud! It took probably 20 minutes before my hearing 
returned to normal. 


The next thing I did was to add a clipper across the headphone jack. 
This is nothing more than a pair of sil rectifier diodes wired in 
parallel with opposing ends connected. This clips the audio to 
somewhere about 1.2V P-P. Not enough to fuzz up normal audio but 
will sure prevent unwanted loud sounds. Telephone handsets have them 
and it is sure a simple way to get ear protection.

Good evening folks, a fellow list member recently gave into my 


possession an NC-2-40D. (Thanks again Don! :-) 

Tonight I've had a little time to look it over. This one seems to 
of led an interesting life. At first glance simply another National 
coil catacomb variation... Closer examination reveals some odd 
mods. An extra five pin connector on the rear, two extra lamps and 
an extra toggle switch on the front. And inside a rather odd 
engraved tag that reads: Property of the Department of Justice, 
Number 0253, F.Y. _ 
I xLovex a mystery! Some poking around with the aid of the manual 
reveals that the A.V.C. 6V6 is now a 6L6, and the unit fed the 

AVC control voltage off chassis via the added rear plug. The front 
panel switch appears to have controlled something also off chassis, 
and the two extra pilot type lamps (one red, one green) seem to have 
been powered from the 6V filament wiring and switched again by 
something off chassis. An audio output pick off is also clearly 

wired on yet another cable that ran to something else once. 

Summing all these clues up and making a guess, I'd say what we 

have here is a radio that led its first life as some ones 
surveillance receiver... The mods. are consistent with remote control 
and feed to a tape recorder system. 

The AVC signal could of triggered the tape machine whenever a 

signal with a level above X appeared. The audio pick off fed the 
recorder, the added controls set up and signaled the interface 
status. 


What a fascinating beast this is going to be....

Guys this is LONG SORRY 


I got interested in these crazy electrons at 9 yrs of age in the fall of 
41 just before Pearl Harbor.

Hi Gang, 


An article in the March '97 Electric Radio proposed an improved product 
detector for the HRO-500. The stock two-diode product detector in the 
HRO-500 is very basic, with resulting distortion products that purport to 
explain the undesirable "wooshing" sound of CW notes in the HRO-500. The 
improved product detector uses a four-diode circuit with improved balance. 


My question is whether anybody on the List has actually built and tested 
the E.R. product detector? I'm troubled by the circuit diagram, which would 
appear to excessively load the 230kHz coupling transformer. It also isn't 
clear to me that the design optimizes the BFO injection level into the 
diode quad. Before I tear into the receiver, I'd like to know if someone 
has actually built and checked out the circuit, and whether it leads to 
improved performance on SSB and CW? 


(As an aside, I'm not persuaded that the wooshing sound is actually a 
result of poor balance in the existing product detector, as the author of 
the article contends. I replaced the existing Ge diodes in my receiver with 
carefully matched Schottky diodes, with no improvement. I also tried 
deliberately unbalancing the diodes using paralleled resistors and 
capacitors, but noted no obvious signal degradation. In fact, the quality 
of the detected output seemed very insensitive to the balance in the 
circuit.)

Hi gang, 
Just a brief word from a professional auditory physiologist... 
Do take care with your ears!!! 


The worst thing you can do is listen with headphones to loud impulsive 
sounds. For fast rise-times, your middle ear muscles cannot operate fast 
enough (even though they are the fastest operating muscles in your body) 
and over time the hair cells of your inner ear (which transduce sound to 
electrical potentials) flake out. There are two basic sorts of problems. 
One is a "hole" in your hearing at a particular frequency or range of 
frequencies. The other is an accelerated loss of high frequency hearing. 
The latter occurs with all of us, but only if you live in modern 
industrial society.

As most of y'all know, I'm in the process of rehab'ing a National RCP. 
Things are going smoothly, but even after re-working the entire AVC line 
(resistance greater than 50 megs now), and the entire AVC Amp circuitry, I 
see nary more than -6 volts on the AVC line. 


It was soon pointed out to me that this may be the way the RCP was designed 
- to block on overly strong signals. So, I decided to pull out the URM-25D 
I just bought and check it out, to put it to the task. I was overjoyed, 
finally a real signal generator with modulation internal. (prior, I've 
been using a pair of GR oscillators, but they didn't have internal mod, or 
had been using the Eico 324, but it is drifty). Quickly I noticed that the 
set was in super calibration, and very, very stable even just 5 minutes 
from turn on. I also noticed that it wouldn't modulate. 


A new 5814 and 6AH6 later (first shorted, second weak), I put it back 
together and still had no mod. Yuck. A quick trip to the manual suggested 
I adjust the degeneration control, and a quick adjustment produced 
modulation! Yay! Then as quickly as it appeared, it disappeared. No mod 
again. A little do-oxit on the degeneration control and I had mod again. 

I went to reassemble the set to let it fully warm up, turned it on, and 
heard/smelt frying. <insert swears here> I quickly unplugged and turned 
the set off. Both fuses were still good. Nothing appeared burnt, until I 
took off the line-cord entry filter cover. L123 had smoked, due to a 
shorted feed thru, shunting the AC (prior to the fuses!) directly to ground 
and zappo... 


Anyone have a spare L123? (tee hee hee) Or, anyone want to comment on the 
wisdom of pulling out the remains and replacing it with a wire? Or, 
thirdly, I could rewind with some larger diam magnet wire I've got laying 
around. Comments? Suggestions?

Well, since I needed it I just replaced the AC filter choke with a peice of 
wire and the feed-thru cap with some sleeving. 


Back in business and working again. 


Still having problems with the modulator. Maybe one of you URM-25D experts 
can peg the problem for me: 


After it warms up, if I move the METER READS switch out of the two mod 
positions and into EXT mod setting, I see about 10 to 15% mod on the meter. 
Switching back into either of the two internal mod positions yields no 
output, but I get the steady 10 to 15% meter reading. 


If I move the switch back to the EXT mod setting and interrupt the power 
for 10 to 15 seconds, and fire it back up, I get a zero meter reading and 
when I switch into either internal mod setting I get mod. 


Strike a cord anyone? I'm wondering if I have a leaky cap that passes 

voltage onto the meter in the EXT position which prevents oscillation, and 
then switching the set off lets this cap drain, and when I fire it back up 
and put into mod, the modulation keeps going regardless of the cap leakage? 


For now, since I've got it working and have a million other projects, won't 
do anything on it for a few months...

Hi Gang, 


I decided to plunge ahead and rewire the product detector in my HRO-500, 
without waiting to see if somebody else had already tried the circuit. To 
recapitulate, the March 97 Electric Radio proposed a 4-diode product 
detector for the HRO-500 which purportedly improved the balance and reduced 
the distortion in the stock (2-diode) product detector. HRO-500s are known 
to sound mushy on ssb and cw (but great on AM). 


This afternoon, I wired up the improved circuit and tried it out. It works 
great. The required parts are: 4 diodes (I used hand-matched Schottky 
diodes, but 1N914's would work fine), a 1K trimpot, and a 1K 1/2 W 
resistor. That's all. 


It takes about 45 minutes to do the modification. The original product 
detector components (2 diodes, two 10K resistors, two 1000pf mica caps) are 
all wired on a terminal board, so removing them is very easy. The freed-up 
terminals hold the new detector components with terminals left over. 


In first testing the circuit, I found the distortion to be greatly reduced 
but not completely eliminated. The remaining distortion was eventually 
traced to a non-sinusoidal BFO signal from the BFO oscillator. The 230kHz 
Sine waves from the BFO were flattened on top, suggesting that the bias 
resistors weren't properly positioning the bias point of the BFO 
transistor. Unfortunately, the bias resistors were buried underneath other 
components and not easy to change. Acting on a hunch, I replaced the 
original germanium PNP transistor with a 2N2905 silicon PNP transistor, and 
that cleaned up the BFO signal. (My reasoning was that the extra 0.4V of 
base-emitter turn-on voltage required for the silicon transistor would 
about compensate for the bias misadjustment. For once, I figured right.) 

In any case, the distortion vanished, and ssb and cw now sound great on the 
receiver. 


My only change from the circuit in E.R. was to decrease the 10K resistor on 
the output of the new detector to 1K. In testing the circuit, I found that 
10K created a mismatch in audio levels when switching between the AM 
detector and the product detector. The 1K matches audio levels nicely. 

To align the new circuit, just tweak the product detector IF transformer 
for maximum audio (NOT s-meter) output, and adjust the trimpot for lowest 
distortion on weak signals. The trimpot tuning is rather broad, so much so 
that one could probably use a pair of 560 ohm resistors instead of the pot. 
That's what I would do if I had it to do over. All in all, the new circuit 
really spiffs up the performance of the HRO-500. 


I've been doing a side-by-side comparison of the modified HRO-500 with a 
51S-1, just to see how their various features stack up. I'm not finished 
doing the comparison yet, but it's clear the 51S1 has much greater 
strong-signal capability with its vacuum tube front end. (This isn't as big 
a comparative advantage as one might imagine, since one can switch in up to 
30db of front-end attenuation on the HRO to reduce intermod.) On the other 
hand, the HRO-500 wins with VFO stability, sensitivity, audio quality and 
its superb notch filter. The tuning is very nice on both receivers, but 
I've never seen any receiver that tunes more smoothly than the velvety 
HRO-500's two-speed PW dial. At the slower speed, it tunes 10kHz per 
revolution across all 30MHz! The passband tuning on the HRO is also 
excellent, with much the feel of that on the 75A4; the 5151 lacks PB 
tuning. The selectivity on the two receivers is about a tie; the 51S1 has 
better skirt selectivity with its mechanical and xtal filters, but the 
HRO's six pole ferrite cup LC filters are quite acceptable, with more 
selectivity positions. A fun way to spend a Sunday afternoon.
